Each  school  is  assigned  a  quota  based  on  enrollment.  Juniors,  seniors,  and  graduate 
students  still  enrolled  in  the  school  are  eligible  for  nomination.  Nominees  are  selected 
by  a  campus  committee  on  the  basis  of  scholarship,  citizenship,  participation  and  lead- 
ership in  academic  and  extracurricular  activities,  and  general  promise  of  future  useful- 
ness to  business  and   society.    This   committee  was   composed   of  faculty   and  students.
